Mr. Ford’s attack upon Jews was based upon The Protocols of the Elders of 5tidn t a 
thin volume whicli purports to relate a plan whereby “international Jewry” seeks to conquer 
and enslave the world. Although this book has been declared a forgery by all competent 
scholars and by courts of law, Mr, Ford gave it his' endorsement.

Van Horn Moseley was hailed before 
the Dies Committee.

Ackley’s statement to Edmondson that am in entire 
sympathy with what you are trying to do” is especially 
significant, for it is a well known fact that Edmondson is 
working to establish a government patterned after Nazism. 
When Qeneral George Van Horn Mosele y was exposed by 
the Dies Committee as a conspirator against the govern- 
1 jnent, Edmondson mshed to bis defense. In a printed 



leaflet, headed u Hail Moseley,” he wrote: “And because 
— be it not overlooked — in this world w ar of national 
patriotism against internationalization, soldier-patriot lead- 
ers like yourself saved Germany, Italy, Japan, Spain, from 
annihilation.” 

Thus to Edmondson, an apostle of Nazism and a de- 
fender of conspirators, Ackley wrote: “Furthermore, Mr,

At the present moment Mr. Ford is in no position to take such a step, since the record 
shows that he has acquiesced In widespread anti-Semitie activities in which his name and 
prestige have been employed by the foulest defamers of the Jewish race.
